And all they ſware to helpe and 
tempanie each other vnto the death, The night palled, the dag 
appeared, and then Dardanus that had not reſted that night - * 
to his pleaſure, but had watched with his armed men, and 
were readie to take the aduenture that the Gods and foztang * 
would giue and lend them, iſned out of the pallace, and 
found the moſt part orbis enemies afeepe;he thzuſted among 
the villaines and paſſedfo;th with little rofiſfance (that not- 
wittſtanding, che waking Corinthians) he came to his royal * 
chip ard take the ſea, and ſaned himſelte, whercof the Co- 
rinthians had great ſozrow, 

When Dardanus ſawe that he was ſo quite of the fauour 
bl the Corinthians, be went ſayling by the Sea, and lan- 

ded firſt at the pozt cfthe-Citie of Samos, being in Thrace, 
and there vitaiied him, and went to Seaigaine, and arri. 
ued in Aſia, in a quarter where the land was lopning to the 
ſea of Helleſpont: and finding this laud righFgod and fruit 
fall foz ts enhabite , he made there his habitation , and there 
ſet the lirſt ſtone of a right geeat citie that he beganne , and 
alter finiſhed. This Citio was that time named Dardane, 
alter the name ot Dardanus, but afterward it was called 
Troy. Dardanus peopled and filled his Citie with men and 
women, which her gote by ſwerteneſle and faire pꝛomiſes: 
And the other part he congucred byfozce , theft and pillage. 
He made himlelfe King of Dardane, and ditched the Citie 
about with great ditches.After long time he paſſed out ofthis 
- koozld,amd left a fonne of his wife Candama, that was ſecond * 

Ring of Dardane. This king was named Erutonius z and 
raigned leanen yeare in augmenting and encreaſing his 
Citie and people, and at laſt tame to the ende of his peares: 
And there reigned atter bim Troos bis Sonne. This Troos 
was the third King of Dardane, and was a ürong man, 
fierce, and hardy in armes, and increaſed greatly his 


(cignoury and his Crowne, inlomach as the e

Theſe Ambeſſadgurs de 
fed from Epire, end tame to Pelage, and hewed fo the Ki 
how their man had ſerned as long as he was bound: ani 
quired him that he wond render and deliner him, and 
the peace, to the end that ever after that, they might be 
moze friends togither. When Lycaon, that was hardi 
courage, fierce and euiil vnto all men, and alſo vnto his ob 
people,vnderfſeod the wozds and requeſts of the Epiriens 
had great ſoꝛrow and anger in himſelfe,and ſaid to them 
bis mouth, ( thinking coalrary with his heart ) that aul 
mozrow, he would fcaft them, and haue them to dinner 
then he would doe like as they had demanded.

the pecple fo honeſt Lawes , and did firſt oz aue and 
halowe marriage: Foz befoze that time tre (Atticiens 
married chem not, but vſed women in common) and of 
this Iupuer tame a Daughter named Diaua, the which 
willing to abide in the ate of virginitie , made a cloyſter 
in the Modes of Archadie, where (hee aſſembled many 
Uirgines that paſſed their time, with hunting and chafing 
the wilde Beaſtes, Foz fo turne to our purpoſe : this 
noble Uirgine Diana, liued the ſame time of the ſubuerſ- 
on of the reigne of Lychaon . Mhen Jupiter vaderſtiad af 
Caliſto, that (he would yelbe her lelle with the Uirgines, bs 
bchelde her, and ſaide vnto her: and hel Damoſell bee 
ree ſo deſpapzed fog a little fribulation that ftznchety 
not your perſon 2 pee bee young and faire , among none 
of peu that ſo goe into Religion, may growe no fruite of

then of tempozallpleaſares. During thele deviſes, Iupiter 
C 2 beheld 
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pehelde without ceaſing this Damolel, and could not e 
cowplaine her beautie : foz as much as ſhee would into re. 
union, with great paine, When pe had heard her;anlwereg, 
and had lune how ſwetecly ſhee bad taken it, and wonlde 
not be turned from ber will: her ſaide to her, that her requel 
cheulde bee accompliſhed, Then ber called the Epirieng, 
and required them that they would bee content to ſuffer 
this virgins to enter into Religion, That hall J (ay? 
The Epiriens put the requeſt in the will of Iupiter: and 
Iupiter did lo much, that ſh was conducted, and led intg 
the Religion of virgins, After, hee ſearched all the Pallace el 
Bing Lycaon, ànd made the Epiriens to ſviſe his riches, And 
there I:piter abode a cerfaine time, with ſo great wozſhip, 
that the Pelagiens and the Epiriens would haue crowned 
Vim to bee their king: But hee would neuer cerfent thereto! 
as bee that conſidered cucr his young age, and the variatis 
ons of foxnne , and laide, that it auaileth moze to a man, 
and is to him moꝛe ſure , to be made king in his old age then 
in his youth, foz the diucrs perils that may fall. Al way ha 
actozded that he would be Captaine of the Nealme, and was 
a man of great iaſtite, werte and curteous vnto all manner of 
edple, et. 24 
: This was the firſt comming vppe of this noble Childe, 
hen hee had bzonght in fabiection to his pleaſance the. 
Pelagiens, he buried the Epirien that Lycaon had murthe- 
red, as it is ſaide beſoꝛe, and did his obſequie ſolemnly, and 
after hee did burne into aſhes the Pelagiens, that had bern 
llaine in the helpe of Lycaon , and alter that h& ſent wozd, 
and did alltheſe things to be knowne and ſhewed to the Epi» 


riens that were lift at home in Epire, as to the king Maſe | 
us: Whereof all the Epiriens, and the king Meliſcus gaut 
thankes onto their Gods , But foz a 


| Ss much as J mut 
tell all: atter that hee gane not his heart and courage fo much 


to acromplich thele thinges, but that other while her gane 
pimkelle to remember and to thinks on the beautie that ha 
bad lene in the religious Caliſto, whereby che ſparkles

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of lous enuironed trongly bis heart, in ſuch wiſe, that dar 
and night, ber wiſhed her in his armes, and repented him 
that hes had conſented that ſhes went into Religion. And lo 
laboured in this manner, that bis reft in the night was taken 
from him, and he was not nowe his owne man, la eucreaſes 
be to loue and deſire this Ulirgin : and fo2 to ſe her, bee made 
his paſtime to haunt the woddas', and continually to hunt 
the wilde beaſtes in the Fozreft with Dame Diana, where, 
by Foztune and aduenture otherwhile hee retonntred and 
mette the maide Caliſto. And when hee had once lene her, 
that day he was all iopous. And il hee ſawe her not, he had 
aboundance of many thoughts , that ranne readily in his 
minde. Jmaynot all day tarrie on this matter. e thought 
ſill how hee might come to the grace of this religious Calitto, 
and all thoughts reduced and bzonght into one, hee concla- 
ded on a dap in himlelfs, that hes would put him in the habite 
of a religious woman, and would go into the'Cloiſter of dame 
D1anagfaigning to by a woman, and requiring to be receiued 
with the virgins, | 
This concluſion taken and ratified in Iupiter, by ma- 
ny deliberations in diverſe dapes, dee did make his wo- 
mans cloathing by a (ccrete wozkeman, which pzomiles 
him to keepe his ſecreten, Mhen his cloathing was mide, 
he alſembled the Epiriens in an euening, and toe his leaue 
ofethem foz a certaine time, laping: that he would goe alone, 
oz to doe certaine ſecrete thinges. The Epiniens wert all 
dilmaped and deſolate, when they heard the intention of 
Iupiter: and pꝛaped to the Gods that they would condna 
ind ſperde him in his iournep: requiring him inſtan'ly, that 
bee would returne ſhoztly againe to them. And ye pꝛomi- 
led them that hee ſo woulde': and then hee withozewe him 
into his Chamber and toke the keyes of the great gate, ant 
onthe mozrowe betimes, when he was arraizd and dꝛeſled in 
the veſture andcloathing ofa maide,he departed from thence 
alone, and entred into the wodde , and lo behaued himſelte 
at hee came to the habitation of the religious mapdens. 
C3 Iupiter 
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1 upiter had yet no beard, and was White and fayze toloured 
in the viſage, Mhen he came onto ide Religion, be knockey 
at the gate, and there tame to him a paſſing lapꝛe mapde na. 
med Athalanta, that after was Wife vnto the King Melez. 
ger ef Achay. And ſhee demaunded him, what he would 
þ+piter aun{wered:nob!e Flirgine, Alas Jam a poꝛe woman 
ol a noble houſe: I haue avowed to the Gods my Uirginitte: 
J pꝛay von that pon will pꝛelent mie vnte the Ladie of this 
place, to the ende that à might lerue the Gods, and be ok the 
number of the other Uirgines. And, il it pleaſe the Gods, 
q (hal deſerue it at eur handes. Athalanra moued With com. 
paſlian to the maide, actoꝛded him his requeſt, and pzeſented 
dim ts Dame Diana. Iupiter ſpake all ſo ſwærtelp and de 
murelp, and made lo humble and feminine manners, that he 
ſeemed pzoperly to be a maids. Diana beheld him well am 
long, and ſaide, that ſhj had neuer (ene ſo faire a maide, na 
ſa great: und then welcomated him, and rereiued him, 
Then Iup'ter thanked Dame Diana of her grace, and Atha- 
lanta of her ccurteſte, and had god hope in his enterpyil, 
when her ſawe himſelfe ſe ſone receines without knowing, 
Then Iupiter heganne to learne to ſpinne, and fo wozken 
ſilbe and to doe the exerciſes of muidens. And it berame hin 
as well as hz kad beene a maide. Ha was humble, and of ſoll- 
. tarte connerfation : he labovred ſrith his handes, with hi 
eres, and his heart: with bis handes hee made cozy 
woes, witch his eres hee behelde oft times ſecretly tht 
beavtie-of Caliſto, and with his hearf : imagining and 
plotting howe and by what meane hee might beguile and 
deceine Caliſto, he oft times tonnerſed, and fellow} 
with her. | 06 4 ; :

Thon 
hait withdzawen tbe thither fo; diſpleaſurs: and loſeſi thy 
flauriſhing youth. Caliſto, J canuat eneughcomplaine,no; 
bewaile this damage. J may not paaile ih enongy, J hang 
bee ſo deſirous to flade thee in ſecrots.places , that the loʒce 
of my will hath made me doe thts,and that I hane enterpꝛiled 
this aduenture, hoping in foztune that ſhes ſhall gius me 
grace,and Caffer our youthes to be vſed tog ither (ecretly/Fo2 
we may communt logither the oue with the other , without 
knowing of any perſona, not onely in the chambers,but alſo 
in the buſhes of this wod. O mm ſiſter, take herde what 1 
lap: and as J receiued and furthgged of late tin cequeſt, J pꝛaꝝ 
thee receiue and allowe the regueſt without dildaine, of bim 
that thou mailt ſer is verx louex ot ths. 

Mhen Caliſto had heard Iupiter, and . that hee

J þad much 
rather the earth wonlde open, and (waliowe me vppe into 
his wembe. Py Siſter ( anſwered! Iupiter) thete is na 
remedic that map let, that my will bee accomplch ed: vee 
hall doe me will and pleaſure, be it by lozte, 03 bo it by lone. 
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with thele wo2des Caliſto beg anne to crie with all her might 
—— beganne to accompliſh his pleaſure of her. Therg 
was neither man noz woman there abouts that heard it, not. 
withſtanding that the crytol Caliſto was great. S0 lu- 
piter did his wilt ol hir body, and knewe her fleſhly, and en. 
gendzes on her Denne. After, he comfozted her, and pꝛomiled 
to helpe her in all thinges, and to fake her to his wile, if thee 
would returne to the wozld with him. But his faire pech, 
noꝛ his pzomiles might not comfozt her, noz foz nothing that 
he could doe o2 ſay; he could not come into the grace of Califto, 
And alway ſhe (ware great oathes, that ſhe would tomplaine 
vnts her miſtrelle Dana. And made ſo mach adoe that [vpi-

woulde make warre againſt Saturnc! his Bzother: and 
hat by right and iuſt title hee had god cauſe, lo hee had not 
put to death diucrs men chitdzen that his wife Cibell bad 
onceiued of bis leds, and like as dee had pumiæd and 
eme.

renowne, ſaid to him as by one vote that they were ready(y

The olds Tit n had in his heart great toy, when he in 
helde the ſret and great courages of his ſonnes. And ther 
they pꝛomiſed and (wars togither, that they all ſhouid in 
ploy them to the recoverancs of their beritages. Aft 
which communication, they oꝛdained in ſuch wiſe , chat ther 


gathered them togither at the Pozt of Sicill , and ſent vnn 
their Lo2dſhippes,to aſſemble men of Armes, and of warn 
They went and made ſach diligence, and ſs exployted, thi 
there were aſſembled great armour and harneſſe, and wad 
people at the ſaide pozt .

When Saturne had read this letter, as a man all amazed, 
nt ſoꝛ his wile Cibell, and toke her apart, and adiured and 
jarged her to ſapthe truth, and teil him what ſher had done 
ith his childeen.

Then Saturne gane the aunſwere to tho Meſlenger 
nan, and ſaide vnto him: Af Tran returned not with⸗ 
po houres , that bee woulve come and take the battatie 
inſt him. UUith this aunlwere the Mellenger returned 
Titan, and tolde him the intention of Saturne. Titan 
22 then that hee woulde neuer turne backewarde , til 
had attended and abiden the battaile. Saturne was a 
n of great valour , and hie will . When the Mellenger 
Titan was deparked, hee made ſownde to Armes, at 
ich ſownde , the roung and olde armed idem, and made 
n readie. What, ſhall A make long pzoceſſe-2 in ſhozt 
they were readie at the pomte: and when Saturne 
e that his enemies made no ſemblance fo moeue, hee 
t and aſcended into his Chapze, ( foz in this time, the 
8s went to battatle in Chapzes.) After hee iſlutd out 
is Citie, and raunged bis people about him, and as 
alter, hee cauled them to march againtt his bꝛother Tr 
c. 
As ſoieasthe Titanoy ſaw the Saturniens come, they = 
e tight glad, and made themietucs the greateſt cheerc of 
aa moued th emlelnes joyorfly agaivſt them: and 
h a great ctie, they had great ſhields ot tree, maces and pols⸗ 
and guilarmes ok llrange ſaſhions, and they were all 
ple except Tran and his ſaus. which as Kings, bad their 
res and Chaires, in which they were bzought and cars 
not by the fozce of hozie z but by the puilſamice * 
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Ther appꝛoched ſonigh, that they came to fighting, ay 
ganne to fall te wozke: then the Archers ol Ring Satum 
ganne to dzaw and ſhote, and made the T'ytanoys (yj 
and ſtand as lung as their ſhot durtd, and ſlew a hurt 
of them. When (he ſhot failed the 1 ytanoys, that had 
ſozrow foz ts be ſo letued ef the Saturnyens, oꝛdered the 
lelues againe,znd (woze the one lo the other, that they wy 
pre auenged, and came fozth and fought hard to hand 
which they beſtirred them lo eagerly , that ſoz the nogſti 
dinne that their axes and gviſarmes , (mote vpponh 
ſhieldes, it ſme as it had beene thunder. At the enen 
ring then the battaile was right fell : Lichaon, Egcon,( 
on, Tiphon,and Encheladus, were in the firſt front : 6 
was many a ſhield bzoken, with the weight of clubs & pu 
es, and many heads bzoken,Ceon and T iphongat the h 
ning maintained themlelues right valtanfly , and condg 
their folke all within the battaile , by the rigour of! 
ſtrokes , infomuch, that whom they met of the Saturn 
they beale them downe. By their well doing they 
knowen and doubted of their enemies, inſomuch that 
turne made his chaire to be led out ofthe way, foztheg 
bzuit and nayſe that they made about him. There wasg 
effuſion of blad,foz the TLitanoys did what they could toh 
enduredin their b2nit and crie: and the Saturtiens wif 
turne laboured toʒ to abate it and bzeake it. And ſotheg 
ming ol Scturne, was cauſe of pꝛoweſſe vppon pzoli 
and of many one dead, and they intended one and oth 
bulliy to their wozke-, that the moſt part ofthe day 
fonghtlo, that none might giozy fqz victozie, noꝛ bet lian 
kozriſcomfiture, But in the end, when the'Titnoysl 
the lunne decline, as couetous of glozy and ot wozhi 
at one crie that Titan made, bpon Saturne, Lychaoi 
Egeon, with many other,encloſed about him ber being

And the reverence made, 
they went and cate logither, and made great god cheare: pet 
Danze was aſhamed, and was ſtrongly ſurpꝛiſed foz the caſe 
that was happened to her: and ſheemight not abſtaine fo let 
het eyes on the beautic of Iupiter, which allo failed not on 
bis ſide to beholde her by ſo ardent deſirr, that the eyes of the 
one and the other pearted each other oftentimes, In this 
beholding they palled part of the time of the dinner. When

foure houres after he iCued out of Troy with xrr. thouſande 
fighting men, and dzewe vnto the place, where the Frygiens 
were zntred.

This noble king Troos, had in his companie two Sons, 
of whom the eldeſt was called Ilion, to whome came dewne 
from heauen the Palladium. And the younger was callen 
Ganimedes, Theſe (wo Donnes valiant and har die came in⸗ 
to the ſielde, and required their father T: 00s, lo depart dis 
Armie in two: and that he would graunt to them his va ward, 
foz to pꝛone therꝛ right vpon theyz enemies. Troos tunſide· 
ring that by ſeperakion of his people they that were beaten 
07 put backe, might bee ſuccoured when it ſhouid come to 
ftrokes : graunted therequeſt of his two Sonnes, and take 
vnto them twelne thouſand of fightingmen, Ilion and Ga- 
nimedes thanked the Bing Troos their Father, and take 
leaneof him, and went'fazty with their fighting men, in ſuch 
wiſe that they were a mile befoze the battaile ofthe king. And 
ſo the king T'roos followed the battaile of bis two Donnes, 
Ilion and Ganimedes, And he had riders betweene both ap- 
pointed foz torepozt to the king Troos, when his Honnes had 
found T antalus their enemie:and allo the two noble omnes 
had betoze them their dinerſe eſpyes, and watchers that were 
lent out into diverſe places, to ſc and to diſcoucr the Rate,the 
puiſſaunte and the ozder of their enemies, which founde them 
about the euening and anone alter, they returned brits Ilion 
and Ganimedes, and bad them to make god chere, and (hat 
they had lerne the enemies ol Troye, in acertaine place that 
they named, and that there they had ſæne them lodged: and 
that they might wel be numbꝛẽd by eſtimation about xxx. thou :

ting him and (aide. Dir, the goddes gouerne thy foztune,and 
unte they haue rectiued thee in their fauour and grace, there 
is none that may armoy ther: in a god houre were thou here 
ertiued. demaund what thou wilt, and J will cauſe tha fohave 
it. Sir, aunlwered Perſeus, J haue pꝛeſerued from death tbe 
Damoſell : J deſire none other thing but her. O valiant 
night, (aide Phineus, that was there awaighting , thou 
voelt much glozifie thy (elfe , foz thonhaſt gotten in a halle 
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dap moze honour, then another Knight Chal get in an handzed 
pere. And greatly thou onghtelt to be commended. But be- 
were tha the beantie ol this maide deceine the not: knoto thou 
that J bene betrothed her , and be right cher ought to bee my 
wife, Mang daies be gone and expired ſince, that in the pzc-

Mhen Jcame hither, J found this maid ton 
demned vnto death , At chat time ſhe was all abandoned to 
the death. J haue ſaued her: and J ſay to ihr at ſhe is mine, 
and thou oughteſt to haue no regarde fs any pꝛomile that he 
bath made to ther, oz to any other.

| When Yhiaevs tonſidered this aunſwere, and knewe 
that hee was the night that vayquiſhed Meduſa, wheres 
of the renowms was greate , and ranne thzoughout the 
whole wozlde, bee conlde none otherwiſe * to 
ereus, 
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Pei ſeus, but that he might doe his piealure. Allthe ninlmen 
of Andromeda were angry With Planeus koz his follie, and 
maze him ſo aſh amc d, that he dep arted thente, and went int 
the Citie/After they went to deho lo the monſter and then came 
ſapling and rowing the Apuliens vnto the Port, and being 
tome, they bzonght Perſeus and Andromeda into I ppe 
with great triumph : and pet that moze is, Perſeus and An. 
crom : da eſpduſed eachother that lame day, and lap togither, 
Aud the ſalernnity of their wedding endured fifteen daies. Du 
ring this time, the Syriens came to the Pozt daily, tozv(g. 
and behold this monſter. Plinius rebearſev,that of this mon. 
ſter was boꝛne to Rome, a bone of foztie fois long lo great as 
an Elephant, Let them then that reave this hilton, (earch 
bow great and huge this monſter was, when onely ane or his 
bones was ſo great. The Romans feza great aieruaile haue 
and kerpe that bone. What ſhal I ſay mozczAt the end and er 
piration of this feaſt ofthis wedding of Perſeus and Andto- 
meda, Perſeus fokeleane ol the Syriens, and furniſhed his 
Gallies with vittailes and departed from Ioppe, and went te 
the Dea, leading with him his wife Andromeda. And Foz -· 
tune was to bim ſo god, that in a little time he paſſed the ſeas 
of Sy rie, and came to land at the Pozt and hauen of T hebes. 
Where he was reteiued courteoufly ofKing Creon, that then 
retgned a young childe.

troy . When Bellerophan had guided 
them ſonigh Argos that in an houre they mightranne be loꝛe 
the gates. he Fanified vnto Perſeus, and then Perſeus made 
is hoſt to tartie in a dalley, and ſent Danaus vnto the Bing 
Prycus. to ſummon him that be (hould ptelde the Realme vn⸗ 
tothe King Acriſius. Danavs went to Argos, and actom⸗ 
pliſhed the lummons. The king Prycus anſwered to him, that 
he was Ring, and that be would beholde that he held: and me⸗ 
naced Perſeus vnto the death, if he deparfed not the countrey 
haſtily. Danaus returned vnto the hoſt ot Perſeus with this 
aunſwere, and made fo him the repoꝛt. Perſeus then haped 
that Ring Pry cvs would come to him, and giue him battaile, 
and had thercof right great top and pleaſure: ſoʒ he deſirtd no⸗ 
thing in the woꝛld moꝛe, then to be m armes: and ſoꝛ to be ſhe 
better able to withſtand his foe, he o2datned that night, thet he 
would depart bis be ttaile in the: whereof hee gaue charge 
ofthe firſt battaile fo Bellerophon, which required and deſt - 
red ol him the vaward with right great inſtance: and he bim 
ſelfe held the ſetond battaile. And to Danaus hoe beloke the 
third:andthus when he began to ſet foꝛth Be llorophon en his 
wap. he had uot lar gone, when he ſaw fr6 far the king * 4 
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that knewe their comming by his eſpics , and had ſet his bat. 
taile in god oꝛder. . 
Bellecophon had lvifhYim bot tho thb uſand fighting men. 
When the king Perſcus ſawe him come With lo little a com. 
panie. hce luppoled that it had bene Pericvs, and thought lo 
baue had all wone bekeze hand by aduantage, and made his 
pcople to iet agair ſt them, by which within (ho2t ſpace began 
a cruell and hard battalte , And of this battatle was Pr; cus 
right iopous at the aſſembly”; and well imploped his Armes 
and his w /d, and didmoruailes, but at that time he (opps- 
ſed by fozce to haue abidden Lictozious and conqueronr of dis 
entmies, he caſt his eyes toward I hebes, and ſawe Perſeus 
and his hattaile, that dilcouered and ſhewed himſelle: wheres 
in his Foꝛtune was (ach , that in the beholding the head ol 
Meduſa, which he bare painted in his Shielde of Ci iſtall he 
and all his folke, in a moment, were turned all into ſtones. 
That is to ſape, that hee and all his meaniehaddeloſt their 
ſircng!hes and courages, and that they might no moze 
iſt their lu des hen might the ſtatues oz Jmancs. And 
that P: ycus fledde, and ali they that could, fledde (ome into * 
the Citie, and ſome into the ftetdcs at all aduenlure. Perſeus 
daigned not to followe the chafe , becauſe of their poze caſe. 
And thus Prycus eſcaped the death, and abzndonedard gave 
over the tounttep, and went with them that fl. dde into Cali- 
conic , Where bee was afterward put to desth by Herdes, 
And Pe ſeus went into the Citte of Argos whereof the gates 
were open, end without any men that made any defence. 
When hz was inthe Citie, he made anediet;charginvppon

That is to lay, that he buſted himielle wih 
ſmiting and froubling by fire and (worde, the Realmes: of 
bis neighbours , and the Poets (oy and make many fableg of 
bim,whereof nee eth to make no mention at this tune. Per. 
ſes then did great honour and woꝛſdip vnto his father Iupi. 
tei and in like wile did Jupiter vnto Perſeus, And eath toldg 
ether, and rehearſed their adueniures. Bat whenthe obſcquig. 
was done ol Ring Acriſius, ànd Iupiter beheld and law Per. 
eus ſo heauie that he could haut no top, he returned into Cre. 
te vnto his wife uno, and there hee exerciſed himſelle inthe 
ſcience of Magicke. And then when Perſeus foundhimlelle a / 
tone in Argos, and ſawe that he mightrecouer there no ivy: 
he departedfromthence, and went buto the citie of Miſene, 
but he raigned there not long, foz as much as the death of A- 
criſius renued alway,and he could not put it out ofhis minde; 
and ſo he departedthence, and withdzewc him-with a great 
boſ into the Dzient, where he gat andconquered by armes x 
great Countrey; which he named Per ſia, after his name, and 
there founded the Citie called Perſepolis, after that he hadde 
banquiſhed and put to death Liber pater, which made im 
warte. And then when he had ſo done, he purueied foz his chil⸗ 
dꝛen in lurh wile, that bis two lonnes, Alerus and EleArion, 
with Awphitrion aud Alcumen q dtwelled in Thebes, and

fozth bnto Arciancie , where was 8 Qanding right 
nigh the Caſtle, and wes made in remem Ante of the gods 
deſſe Diana, This old Nene then eatred tato this Temple, 
nothing fo2 denotion that was in her, butfozta elpic it ang 
perſon came fromthe Caſtle, Toto inquire the tate of Alcu. 
mena, hm was diſfigured by her craft,, This craft vled at. 
ferfpard Simon Magus, in the time al Saint Peter, and al 
the Emperour Nero.

Galantis with this wozd went to Alcumena,which began 
to lrauaile and feele the paine of childing , and the falle ulde 
Nugne abode in thhe Temple, in intention to tauſe to die and 
lay Alcumena, in ſuch wile as ſhe had purpoſed, Then, in 
ſtede orlaring of ozifons, Thee began to make certaine fiend- 
ly and diueliſh wozus. This done, ſheelaide her legges to 
trolle one ouer the other , and ſate in that wile, and then the 
ſame moment and time that ſhes had ſo done, Alcumena hy 
the Crength ofſozcerie,beganne in the ſame wiſe, her legges to 
crefſe one ouer the order, and late in ths ſame manner as the 
olde Inno did. In ſuch wiſe, as there was no man noz wo- 
man that might maks her to doe otherwiſe. Mhepaze Alcu- 
mena felt then the moſt greeuous: and ſharpe paines ol the 
wozld, fozher fruit would teme out, anditmizhtnotinno 
wile , f03 as much as her legges and thighes were ſo croſſe 
ont ouer the other: ſhee cried and complained pitiouſly, and 
was in right greeuons martyꝛdome.

The women during theſe wozdes,remembzed them that 
they hav (&ne in the Temple, the women and beaſtes that 
Galantis ſpake at, and were of opinion, that Galantis ſhould 
doe like as ſhe had(nppoſed . Then Galantis and ane ot iht 
women departed (rom the chamber, and went to the Temple, 
and entering therein , they (awe on the one fide where the 
kalle olde Qutene late, as ſhe was wont to doe, and had fran(- 
fozmed her lelte into the guiſe and fozme ol a Cowe. They 
palled fozth by confidently , without making any ſhewe of 
lozrowe, o other thing, ſaue onely ofiop : and when they 
were come befoze the Aller, they knerled downe and loyned 
tdeir handes togither and ſaide: Diana, ſaueraigne Goddeſle, 
thy name bee pꝛaiſed in heauen and in earth, loz thon hall 
guuen this houre to my Lady Alcumena, and helped her to

When Galantis were come vnta Alcumena, and ſaund 
there two faire lonnes which ſhe had bꝛought ſozth, he was 
fol ol op, foz that ſhe had beguiled and deteiued the lalſe olde 
Iuno. he told them bnto the Ladies, and ta Alcumena, holo 
ſhe had lane the Cow, and how thee was departed from the 
Temple, and aſſured them that it was ſome evil perſon, and 
that hg: had hald Alcumena in thisdanger by ſozcerie, The 
Ladies ſent alter to [eee the Cow, but they heard nener after 
tpdings of her: and greatly alway they toyed in the natinitit 
of theſe two ſonnes. Ot theſe twaine, the one of them was 
great and right faire, and oferceeding excellency,and the other 
was little and feeble. The great childe was the firſt that was 
bome, and was named Hercules, and the other had to name 
Ypecleus, Hercules(asfome ſay)was the ſon of Iupiter, and 
wel relembled, and was like vnto him, and Y pecleus was 
the lonne of Amphitrion. The tydings ofthis natiuitie anon 
ranne all about, and all they that heard ſpeake thereof, made 
loy and were glad thereof. ſaue onely Iuno. Foz the had neuer

peclcus, in (ach wile that they ſtrangled him, and there 
murthered him. Alter the death of Ypecleus, theſe two 
Derpents came bntothe Cradle of Hercules, that was awake 
the ſame time. When the Derpents were come lo the Cra- 
die, hey went the one on the one ſide, and the other on the o· 
ther ſide, and mounted on the Cradle, but this was to their cuil 
tale: Fozas ſone as theꝝ came vp Hercules perteiued them,

and was 8fraid:becauſe they were fierce and 
bcftirred himſelfe, and his armes with luch might and foztg.

backe by naturall ſlrenę tg and fozcemany times, and fought:

Muß that lu no e 
faiſe Witch ad ſoꝛcereſle that had ſcene all, fled her way ſoze 
frovbled and terrible angry at that, that the Serpents had not 
wzooght and atchieued her purpole, as well in Hercules, as 
thep had Borie in Ypecleus, and Ampttitrior-with Alumes'

Alwap Hero les made 
no heauie no2 wozle chere, but jaughed'to one and other, end 
was there in that caſe ſo long, that Phifitions and Surgions 
tame, and v their ltience, toke from his bandes thele bend · 
mous Beaſts. When Amphitrion ſawe Hercules de werd 
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fcom the Serpents, de recomfozted Alcumena,that was nigh 
dead ſo2 ſozrow,and made to burne & burie Ypecleus.Alithcy: 
that were there had palling great meruaile of the power and 
ſtrength of Hercules, that was ſo pong a child, and that he had 
foughten againſt the Serpents, and by crecflinelrength and 
might had ſtrangied them , | 
The night palled in the faſhion and manner that. haue 
rehearſed On the mozrowe betime, Amphitrion would ſhew 
and manikeſt this meruailous and glozious victozie, where 
foz2 he did caule to take Hercules, and made hum to be boꝛne 
to Athens, into the Temple of the God Mars, with the two 
Serpents ; and hee in perſon went accompanied with King 
E mittens, The falſe olde Mitch uno followed a farre at- 
fer in a diſſembled fozme and ſhape: When Amphiuion was 
tome into the Temple, he ſent foꝛ Bing Ege us. and aſſembled 
the people and after twke Herculcs, pꝛeſenting him vato the 
Goo Mars, «thanking him of the victozie that he hadde ſent ta 
Hercules againſt theSerpents, After that hee lifted him vp, 
and-(hewed Hercules unte the people, recounting and tel- 
ling to them his mernailous adventizre , And thus when 
Hercules was ſhewed and put into the common viewe and 
fight of the people , and that encry man gaue gim laude and 
p2aile; the falſe olde [vno, being in the pꝛeaſe, withother, 
After that che had long beholden the noble childe, that in all his 
members he reſembled and was like to king lupiter,fozto put 
Amphitt ion in icalouſie ofhis wife , and lo to make him to 
haue Hercules in ſuſpition, ſhe laide vnto them that were a- 
bout her: Certes, Amphitrion is a very ſole, if hee weencth 
and thinketh that Hercules is his Sonne: Behold the nicm- 
bers of King lupiter , and the members of this. Childe , ye 
hall fande no difference.

Mhen 
 Amphitcion heard thele new tyding hee began to behold the 
childe, and in the beholding him thought verilp that this child 
bad wholly the very ſemblance andlikencſe of king Iupner, 
And then began to enter into his heart a right great griefe and 
ſozrowe, and thus after he entred into iealouſie. Pet he kept 
ſilence, and made as god countenance as he might, and could, 
foz to eſchewe the ſlander. And anon, after that the people 
were withdzawne,hee called the king Euriſteus, and pꝛaped 
him, that he would bzing vp Hercules, ſaping that neuer aſtcr 
he would ſer him, and that he beleeued verily that he was the 
nne ol Iupiter, Euriltevs comfozted Amphitrionthe belt 
wiſe he could, meaning to haue put this tealenſie out olhis 
minde but he could not. What ſhall J make long rehearſall? 
Euriſteus enterpꝛiled to keepe and nouriſh Herculcs, e made 
him to be bozne into his houſe. Amphitrion returned vnto 
Arciancie, where he found Alcumena ſoze diſcomfozted fo; 
theſe tydlngs which ſhe had receined: and foz fo excuſe het ſelfe 
to Amphitrion,and the falſeold Queene TIuno, ſhe went vn 


to Crete. Df which matter 4 will tay now, and will come lo 
lpeake ofthe firſt aduentures of Hercules.

Ether held that he was the very ſonne ol Am- 
phitrion,and ſo retounteth Boccace in his bak of the genea- 
logie ol Gods, But whoſe ſonne ſoeuer he was, Eutiſteus 
had him in keeping, and div him to be nouriſhed hardly, and 
not tenderly , without the Cittie of Attique: Foz the kings 
and the Cittizens and dwellers in townes, in this time made 
their childzen foz to be nouriſhed ont ot gend towues and made 
them fo2 fo lye byon the bare earth, and naked, fo to be moꝛe 
ſtrong, without entring into Cities, vntill the time they had 
power and ſtrength to excreile Armes. Lycurgus had o2dat- 
yed this lay and many ofher that followe, Firlt he ozdained 
that the pcopie ſhauld obey their Pzince, and that the Pꝛince 
ſhoulp be firme in infice and line loberlp, and that Merchants 
ſhould doe their merchandiſe , gluing one ware foz another, 
without any mony , and that each man ſhould avenge bim 
ppenly, and that ayaung man ſhotid haue in a peare but one 
gowne, and that one man chould not dee moze gallant ro: 
qusint then another, and that no man ſhonld rene we the me- 
mozte of wzong paſſed, and that men ol Armes ſhould haue no 
wines, to the ende that they might bee mozegager and flerce, 
N 3 in 
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in thc Marre: and fo tontent the kragilitie ol men, hte oz. 
daired, trat nigh the Yoſtes ſhould bee certaine women 
common, in places talleb Fornices , Whereof commeth foz- 
nication. Tele were the Lawes that the Greckes vled in 
the time of the beginning, and comming tppe of Hercules, 
And lez to come againe to mp purpoſe: Hercules wasnoy- 
niche d in au houle, that Cove in the ploine feldes, and was 
altentimes put out into the rayne an d winde, and laye the 
meſt part of that time vppon the caoth , without any other 
bed: hee lay oftner (o,then vpon hay o2 dꝛied ſtrawe. With 
this nouriſhment hee waxed and grewe in all beautie ſtrengeh, 
and pzudence ; he was humble, courteous, and gentle. All 
good manners beganne to growe and ſhine in him: hee was 
ſober in eating, aud in dzinking : hee Aept gladly on the 
ficides: hee holte and diewe the bowwe dei'p. Then the 
Uing Egeus of Athens heb heard ſpeake ol him, hee made to 
he neuriſhed with him his ſonne, that was namev Theſeus. 
Hercules &nd The ſets were both ol dne age, and loued right” 
well together. Thelevs was ſtrong and mightte, and a faire 
childe, and had wit enough. Wut Hercules paſſed hum, nd 
ſhone as ſatre abeue him es the Dunne ſhineth abeuc the 
Stärtes. When he Was leuen yrares old, he txerciled wzaſt⸗ 
nag, and cuerthzewe and caſk the greateſt and the ſtrongeſt 
that tame to him. Not one and one at one but five v2 ſixe, o⸗ 
ag many as he might let his hands on; and did lo great feates 
offirength, that out of Thetes,of Athens, and cf Attique, 
daily tame men women: and childꝛen, foꝛ to ſee him. be mezs 
ab de det he grewe he moze enfogced he his Krength. Wien 
de was ten yeare olde, there might no man ſtand noz a- 
vide in his hand, Atthirtcene peares ol his age, he benanne lo 
papdie and vſearmes, and of his pzoper motien, he thought 
that he would gee vp vnto the mount Oiympus, and thete hee 
would abide and anlwere all manner ol men ihilher comming 
by the ſpace ot ifi@nr vayes, and to receiuethem in Armes, 
218 Walking ,. oz at anyethcr pꝛole eg aſſup of ſfrengib:

day when Euriſteus came foz to ſe him, and laide to him. Sir, 
pæ haue nouriſhed mee vnto this time, like as J were pour 
olone ſonne, il Foꝛtune were fo me as contrary as nature, 3 
tnowledge that A ſhould be the moſt infoztunate cyilde that c- 
uer was bozne. Some lay that J am fonne to Iupiter, and o- 
therſap ol Amphitrion, hobobeit J haue no lather but ron 
onclp, hat haue nauriſhed me with pour ſabſtance. Where- 
foze 4 prelde vnto you as to my father. and aduertile you how 
that J am purpoſed fo2 to be on the Mount af Olympus in as 
ſhozt time as J well may, and there J will abide all tyt:m that 
thither hall come, ſiſteene dapes kallp togithcr: and fo to deale 
with them at the lpeare, at lwoꝛd, at wꝛaſtling and at ruuning: 
allo ap ſoꝛeſæne, that it be by pour licence and le aue, and that 
it pleaſe you ot pour courteſie to giue to him that (hall doe 
beſt ſome pꝛile, to the ende loꝛ to encourage the beatts of no 
ble men vnto vallancie, that thop might attaine lo renowne. 
Eutiſteus aunſwcred and ſaide: Hercules, laire ſonne, pe can 
require me cf nothing that is honeſt and woꝛſhiplull, but 
J will bee thereto agreeable, Pee bes young, and pet pce 
be ſtrang and puiſſaunt, and J wote well there is no man 
that may endure againſt peu. Since it is ſo that pee haue 
the will ſo to doe, J am right well content, (hat pee make the 
p:ofe, and ſhewe the ſtrengih of pour pouth: and toz to effed 
and bzing this enterpꝛile vnto pour credite, J will array 
pou as richly as if pee were my pꝛoper Sonne. Py Fa- 
ther (aunſwered Hercules) J thankeyouof this grace as 
kindneſſe, and finceit is is pour pleaſure , it behovethyen 
lo choſe a man ot great vnderſtanding and authozitie , that 
(hall goe vntv all the Realmes of thele Coaſts, loz to ſhewe 
bntothe Kings, Pzinces, and Gentlemen, the purpoſe and 
enterpꝛiſe that J haue taken in hand. Fairt lon(ſalde Euriſte. 
ue) pe ſay truth pe ſhall make pont letters containing pour ins 
lention, and ſend them to mo, and then when J haue reccined 
them, J will-vſe lo gad diligence, that xe ofreaſon ſhall be can 
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After thele ſpeeches and many other, the King Euriſteu; 
went home, and Hercules foke ynke and parchment, and ſet 
bin to wzitein letters rhe koꝛme ofa pꝛoclamation, which hee 
made, that contained in this wiſe, "Greeting be fo all Kings, 
Pzinces, Unigbts, Gentlemen, Ladies and Gentleing. 
men, from the Eſquire vnknowne, and wellfoztuned. We 
let you have knowledge, that the firſt day of the moneth 
of May next fallowing, the Eſquire vnknowne will be on 
the Bount Olympus, foz to ſhewe himſelke in habilliments 
conuenient bato Armes, at the pleaſure of the Gods and 
foztane , and foz to receiue all them that be of noblehouſ's 
and name, that will and hall come thither to trie maiſteries 
in the manner that kolloweth. In the beginning of the firſt 
thꝛee dapes, hee will holde exerciſe of wzaſiling and he that 
ſhall doe beſt, by the indgement of the Judges thereto com- 
miled, hal winne an Elephant of fine golve . The fourth 
day hee will runne a ſurlong oz nioze againſt all them that 
will runne, and hee that beft runneth ſhal winne a faire 
Courſcr, At the fift andſixt dapes, h& wil hte with the 
hand bowe, firſt at the moſt ſiraight and nigh markes and 
after at the moſt long marks, and he that ſhwielh moſt ſtraight 
and nigh at ſhoꝛt markes, ſhall winne a gloue of gold: and 
be that is beſt at long markes, ſhall haue a bowe and a ſheafe 
of Axrowes. At the ſeauenth, hee will caſt a ſtone againſt al 
men, and he that doth beſt thereat, chall haue a right god di⸗ 
amono. At the eight dap, and other following to the fifteenth, 
he will exerciſe Armes: and if avy will pꝛooue himſelfe one 
alone againſt him, he ſhal be reteiued ( loze ſcene that during 
the firſt ſix dates he hall come and pzeſent himſelfe vntothe 
iudges g he that ſo doth beſt, hall haue a rich wozd. Andi 
it happen that they that chall come to this feaſt will tourney 
togitger in manner ok a battaile, in iouſting wilh launces w 
ſpeares, and fighting with lwoꝛds oz baryers, the iadges hall 
ozdaiue captaines, ſuch as ſhall teme conuenieut, ewhothal

— Mhen Hercules had wiitten this pzoclamation , and 
engrefled it, heeſent it to Euriſteus,who read if, and him ler- 
med that the muention of the anthour and maker was gon 
and right wozthy to ber put in memoz e, and called one of 
his Enightes, und gave him the kharge and office to goe pub- 
lich this pzoclamation in the Courts ot all the kings ofGrece. 
The Knight enterp2\ſed with tight god heart to doe the (aide 
office: (and this was the fit ſl officer ol Armes that euer was) 
de went to Athens, Thebes, Arges, Lacedemonia, Ar- 
chidia, Perelye, Magneſte, Crete, Epheſe, Pepos, Tri- 
poly , and Theſſaly, and alkabont hee publiſhed the pꝛo- 
clamation , Without decis ring who hee was that ſheuld keepe 
the exerciſe - Tbep that 8 the Squire vn.

guages, that might grow oz ariſe vp, by cauſe of tye natinityol 
Hercules: foz Amphitrion on the one ſide belæued not that 
he was his lonne, and Iupiter on the other ſide ſaid,that heaps 
pertained not fo him.

My bzother Jheſeus, 
anſwered Hercules, I ma mozè learne of pou, then pou of 
mt: whereloꝛe iet vs indeudur to win the p2tze, it muſt ve 
begunne by ſome body, Theſe woꝛdes accompliſhed,the two 
noble Eſquires appꝛoched and feiſcd eachother, T helevs em- 
ployed his puiance , and Hercules ſuffered him to doe as 
much as hee would, o2 could, without ſhewing and putting 
ont his fozce and might againe to him.

Aud 
they wiſt none of them both what to lay: howbeit,in ſcerd el 
woꝛds, they vſed pꝛiuie 4 couert countenances.

Ohe King 1xion came agaieſt him ſez to 
mainfaine his pzowefſe, and to holds togither his folke, ' But 
certes foz his welcome, Hercules ſmetchim onthe Spiel, in 
ſuch wiſe, Hat all aſten ched hee bare him tu the carth, and 
downe keom his hozfe. Then began thers a great ſhonfe and 
ſaugdter, and as well one as the other beganne to apple them 
tothe reſtze w of Lion. Hercules put himleꝭ le into he Pen, 
and made heayes on all ſides, fo geeat-, that Tandary and 
bis lelke recourred ,-and entered info the battaile with their 
counterpartte. At that time l againe ths turney ſtrong 
and ſharpes they that right now fledve, toke heart, fozce and 


vertneto them againe by the well dwing of Hercules, and 
reconered vigour and ſtrength; Hercules, of all them that 
were there was taken hee of, bis ſtrokes ſurmounted all o-

This Ile is all plaine without Mount aiue 03 
valley, (tis in ſuch wile as is a Garden, ail gr#ne, and 
there bee therein lo many ſherpe and muttons, that it is mer- 
vaile , which bee kept and cheriſhed (here as diligently as if 
they were of fine Golde. Df-thefe muttons that J ſpeake 
off, wee haue our robes and gownes made: wee and (hey 
they that may haue them, muſt buy them af a greal pꝛice of 
Golde. Wee eute the fleſh , audcloath vs with the ſkinnes. 
Aud knowe pee foz certaine , that info this Jle is but one en- 
trie, and he entreth not therein that would, oz the King Phi- 
lotes and another Gyant which be wile, and lublill and mer 
pailovfly ſtrong, alway kepe the entrie of the Jle, andalwap 
the one wakith while the other ſlerpeth. Certes (ſaide Eu- 
riſteus) bythat, that J vnderſtode of you, the Ile that yee- 
ſpeake off, is of great excellencie. This Philotes that pee 
make mention of: what man is this King Philotes? The

went and departed, Evunſtens abode with Egeus, und Fu.

deſire to heue ofthoſe muttons; ſaping te them, that he weud 
that if hadde ceſt dim as much Golde as a paire of muttdjg 
weigh: and that hee had a Ramme, and an Ewe, oz toingey. 
der in his Ceuntrey. In that time were no ſherpe in Greece, 
When Hercules had heard the deſite of King Euriſteus, f. 
daintp be laide to biw. ys, ve haue a deũte ta haue e paint 
of mattons, appertaming to the daughters ot Athlas, by the 
tonque ſt and Armes ol the ſtrong Gpant Philotes. J . 
wiſe pon hears loʒ ſruth, vpon my gentle ne fle, that by this day 


thꝛe wakes, J will depart by water, oz by land, fe2 tofetch 


and get them: and that J will neuer returne into Greece, 
vntil the time that Jhave found the Jle, and that J (hal oppole 
my ſelſe againſt the Gyants that kepeit ,- and will alayif 7 
can get tho Jle from them, like as Phz ores hath gotten itfiom 
other. When the King Euriſteus had vnderſtode the en. 
terpꝛiſe that Hercules made, hee was paſſing ſoꝛie, fozha 
toued He cules as much as he had birne his owne ſon.

but Hercules anfwered ſo wiſcly, and ſo diſcreetly, that Evei-

The rcnowne of this vorage was ſpꝛead anon in all the 
Caunttey. Egeus and Euriſteus made reabie. foz their lu 
lonnes a tight god Oallt y. aud well furniſhed it with all man. 
ner ot things. The Galley and all other habiliments wert al 
ready in god time. At he end of thee weekes they wenttoths 
Bea, and with them right many noble Greckes , and robe

ture lo ſpeake off. Foz at that ticke tho Sea was but little 
bled, neither of therues, noꝛ yet of Merchants.

Sirs,what ke y& here: Hercules aunſwered: we (@kethe 
mutkons that be in this Ale, foz to carrie ſoineoftbem into 
Greece. The Giant aunlwered, haue ye wony enough? if ye 
bane lo, ve ſhall haus enoagb. Pow (ſaide Hercules)hali wer 
not haue them otherwiſe? Ne, ſaid the Giant. Then (aid Her- 
cules , at the leaſt let vs haue them at the pʒice that yee haus 
gottenthem foz Pow ſatd the Giant: The King Philotes hath 
conquered With his (wozd the Ile and the muttons. Hercules 
anſwered , mine intention is in line wiſe to conquer the Jle 
from him. J\y& will de fend it, halt vou: pte ſhall haue the bat⸗ 
taile againſt me, oz elſe let me haus the Jle, that J may dog 
therein my will. 

Anone as the Gyant hadde vnderſfode the concluſlon of 
Hercules, hee made him reavie to defend the place , and 
blews a great Bezne that was there hanged on a fre; At 
lownding of the Bene, the Daughters of Athlas awaked 
Philotes , and tolde him that ſome wers thereto get the 
plate, and that the Giant had bloweu the Bene. Philotes 
with thoſe wozdes roſe vppe ,- and found that Hercules by 
lezte hadde put backe his Gyant, ( that expecting Philotes 
wasthemoſft ſubtife man al Armes in all Heſperic,) hes was 
ſo (oze abaſhed that he he ganne to ſigh and to bs ſozis t but this 


nutwuhſtanding, he had not long abode there, when Hercules

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ſmote the Gpant on ths right ſhoulder with ſuch frengrh 

and fozce,that the ſhield of the Gpant was fallenfrom him and 

his Armes all to bzuiled,andhis {wozy entreo ſo farte into i

* When Philotes ſaw his Gyant dead:he came vnto Her: 
cules, fo to defend the place, ſaying, that hee would auengt 
bis Gyant if he might: Hercules had great iop;,when he law 
Philotes come to the place, and ſaive to him: Ring thou art 

welcome, J have noweioy in my heart, ſince I ſhallpzone 
my lelfe againſt chi. Men lap, there is no ſtroke but of the 
Maiſter: now let vs ia hew we ſhall wozke togither. Well 
and happie bet hee , that well (hall doe and pꝛoue himſelf, 
Philotes in the hearing of theſe wozdes, came vnto the place, 
and helde a great Polaxe, with which bee (note ſoze vppon 
the Shield of Hercules , and made him to ffagger a lutie.

Philotes had the aduantage, ſoz Hercules was wt» 
der him, {hey aſſailed the one the other right ficrcely , and 
well they kept them both two. All this time they lought with- 
dul ceaſing ſo long as the day endutedithenight came on tʒel 
ider mat ceale, then they lap there both two dpon the place, 
Whey leptrothing, loꝛ it was no time, both twokrptihe. 
Watch, and they endnred it well, foz they were accuſtowed(e

Aurora ſhine abeue all other, bee began to remember his La- 
die Megara, ſapiug. Alas Madame, where be pee now? 3 
would it pleaſed the Godddes, that ye remembzcd as weil me. 
as Jre:yember vou. In truth the light of (his ſame Starre in 
fam:ththe amourous fre wherewith J was late ſeiſed by the 
adminiſtration of your great beautie. Ye bee as farre ſhining 
in beautie abone the maidens of Greece, as this Aurora (hi. 
neth aboue all the other Starres, of whom the number is ſo 
great that no man can tell. O noble Megara, the right clears -

The night dzewe over , and the day bogaune , and at the 
point of the ſunne rifing Hercules was all glad of the thinking 
and remembzance that de had of his Lady and toke his \wozd, 
and ſaid to Philotes; we haue pawſed long enough,. is it is day, 
and the lunne riſeth, it is better that we exerciſe deedes of armes 
now,then when the rayes ol the Sunne be greater: let vs fake 
the time ere the great heate come, and let eache of vs doe his 
beſf. Philotcs that was all readie; was right ioyous when he 
beard Hercules, foz he thought in his minde that bee ſhould 
ſoneandin little ſpace ſpede this matter, and ſaid to him; Her- 
cul:sJamready , and was ſince yeſterday to atchine this 
battaile : keepe you as well as pes can, ya haue flaine my Gi⸗ 
ant the moſt Cont and hardieſt man that was in all the Welk.

Thus beganne the battaile againe ofthe two Gyants, Her- 
cules was as high as a Gyant : he was righc fierce in Armes. 
be did much fo get the ſtanding , but ret hee might neuer at- 
taine to mite Philotes afull froke, fozas much as Philotes 
was abone on the paſſage, which contained well two cubites 
of height, When Hercule ſawe and knewe that Philotcs 
kept bis ſtanding Without abachiug oz aduenturing to come 
downe he thought lubtillp that be would ſaine himſelte wea- 
rie, and by little aud little alter that hebeganne to ſmite ma 
feebly then hee did beſoze: alter that he reculed himſelfe, and 
lomte from farre, as if he had failed and bene wearie. The 
Greekes were afcaide and weendhe might no moze: and then 
Philotes ſpꝛang downe from the ſtanding, weening to haut 
put dum to the fople:but then when Hercules ſaw him batozs

Wherfoze he was a'terward 
loꝛe punilyed,fozinthe lame night after that he wolonotheart 
the Pꝛieſts, the great windes began to riſe, and beate the ons

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enfred t went into the Towne ſo far, that it held the Greetes fal 
of water, and downed a great part ol the Towne. Bcſides 
this,in eight daies lolo wing the Sun ſhone lo ardetly,q gane 
ſogreat beate,that the people vurſt not goe into the apꝛe by day 
time, xthat dꝛied the lupe rſtuitꝑ ofthe aboundance of the wa. 
ter ofthe Sea that was left; whereof roſe a coxrupt and a moꝛ⸗ 
tal vapour, thaſinfected all the Citte.

when they were come into the Temple, they put them in con 
templatton and deuottonbefoze the doll, and the diuelthat 
was therein aunlwered them and aide: The money Which 
was taken aut ot the Temples, and not rendzed and paide a- 
gaine; is caule of the maludie and vengeante ol Troy. And 
A doe all the Troyans to wit, that neuer ſhal Troy bee quit 
of this maladie, vato the time that the ſaide Citie pꝛouide to 
appcalethcgaddes,in this wile: that is to wit. that eur mo · 
neth (hey muſt choſe one ofthe virgins and maidens, which 
muſt bee (ct on the Sea ſide , fozto be di yzurcd by amonſter 
(hatthe gods ſhal ſend thither : and the ſaide virgin ſhel bes 
tholen by lot az aduenture. And in this wiſe muſt the Citis 
doe, foz to appeaſe the goddes perpetually vntill the time tt ar 
they finde one man, that by his armes and by his m_ 
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hal onercome the laivmonſter, | 
| After theſe woꝛds and ariſwers, Laomedon and the Troy. 
ans aſſembled to councel vpon this matter, and coucluded,tht 
fo; the common weale and health of Troy, they woul put 
their virgins in that ieopardie and aduenture, to the ſpoyling 
ofthe monſter, wſthout any exception oz reſerning'; Then 
they returned vnto Troy, and take their virgins and catt late 
among them : und on her that the lot fel, cher was taken and 
bzonght to the Sea fide, and anon after was ſcene to com ont 
of the deepes oz (wallow of the Sea, lo great a tempeſt, that 
the Seq role and was trou bled. The Sea wzenght, andy 
right great fiwd ot water lifted hppe the monſter by times out 
' ofthe Sea: he was ag great as aWhaleoz aPulke, an 
then ha toke the virgine, and {wallowed her in, and went. 
gaine into the Dea, and from thence fozth the peſtilence ces. 
ſed. Thus was Troy delinered from their fickneſſy and wa, 
lady, bythe sblation et their virgins that were offered dnt 
the Monſter, from moneth te moneth ; and thus (as is (aid) 
their vigins were deliuered. It happened in the end ol theme- 
neth, that the (ozt ez lot tel on one pfthe daughters ot King La 
omedon, named Exiona: this daughter was poung and faire, 
and well beloued of all people. Whenthis lot was tallen/o1 
der che was nat only bewailedand ſozrowed ofKing Lame. 
don her father, and ot his ſon Pryamus, and her iter Anti- 
gona, aid ol ber coſins and allyes, but of all the people, men, 
women, and childzen:notwithſtanving their weepings,nozthe 
ged renowme of her, could not ſane her, (hee was put to the 
dilpoling of the monſter, Che noble virgin was ready to obey 
the Ring Laomedon, andbzought hereupon to the Sea ſids, 
accompanied with Nobles,Lavies, and Gentlewomen, with 
a great traine of Troians, Citizens, and Parchants, all which 
made fozrow foz her, What ſhal J ſapeat the inſtant that ia 
bons thus bzought thither, Hercules at aduenture asriued 
ide Pot ol Troy with his muttons:and her willing to reſrelh 
vlnthere, mave to calt his anchozs out, and ging out, .

The King Laomedon and the Troians, wert all abached, 
when they ſaw the enterp2ize that Hercules had made : an 
al the wozdes of Hercules, iht Ning remembzed him ot 
greatclubbe of yzon thatlay at the entre of his pallace of Ili- 
on, that was ſo heauie, that the ſtrongeſt man of Troy had e 
nough to doe to lap it on his ſhoulder e ſent foz it, and.pze- 
lented it lo Hercules, and Hercules ſiſted it up as it had berne 
alittle glaxut. Phil otes and Theſeus were pzeſent at all theſs 
things, Hercules toe leane of them, and at the pꝛeaſe and re · 
commended dim vnto their pꝛaxers, and fozthwith all the Sea 
began to roze terribly. Laomedon and the Ladies, and ther 
that were there took le aus ot Ex ione, and ol Hercules, and re. 
tommended them vnto the merty ol the goddes and went vp- 
on the downes, to ta ſet the end, Thus abode Exione alone, *

The 
king Laomedon, The ſeus, atid Pihlotes, and all other, ſup- 
poledthen that Hercules and the Damoſell. without redemp⸗ 
ion had beene deuoured of the Honſter. The Monſter then 
ſaking his pzay, leapt againſt Exione, With a terrible wane, 
Hercules had his club readie on his necke, and awaited no 
thing but the monſter ,-deſiring to anenge him of the diſplea- 
(ure that he had aud that he would haue done fo him: he then 
diſcharged his club on his head ſo mightily, that the barre en 
tred thertin, andthe blod ſpꝛang out. Then was the mon- 

fer moze wad vppon Hercules: ſo hee ceaſed the alſanit ot 
the Damoſell , and aſlailed Hercules, and alwap as he lifted 
his head out of the water, he diſgoꝛged vpon the vallant cham⸗ 
pion great flodes ol the Ses. But this notwithſtanding, hee 
tould not doe ſo much harme vnto Hercules, but that Hercu- 
les did much wozle to him. Hercvles followcd him with his 
tlub, and made him to linke againe into the bottome ol the ſea, 

by thehuge weight of his ſtrokes. 2 

Tͤhe battaile endured long betwerne Hercules and the 
Monſter. Il the Monſter might once haue touched Hercules, 
he would at one mouthfull haue deuoured oz lwallowed him 
in. Be had a wide and a great thꝛote, out of meaſure: he made 
a great nople and cry: hee was fierce inerercifing his furte, 
But Hercules fought with him boyſtroofly, and held the Ulir-

this high and incredible victozie , the Troy ans xtiopted mer | 
uailouſlp, and had Hrrcules moge in grace, then ary man in 
the wozld. Then they had ſene and beheld the Monſtere 
nough, ther departed thence, @bzonght Hercules info Troy, 
They tame not ſo (@nc vntothe Pallace,but they found-Ex1- 
na clothed with new array and beſtements And as foz Her- 
cules, all that he had vpon him was wet and nothing dun. 
Thc King Laomedon wculd haue had him to haue chonged 
bis habites, and weuld haue giuen him new. Wut the valiant 
Cfquirereſuſch it all, ſayingthethe had berne ẽttul emed rat 
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to be alway well at his eaſe. In this eſtafe then Laomedon 
bzounht Hercules vnfo Troy, vnto the Caſtle of Ilion, and 
tis Geekes with him, and feaſted them as it appertained. 
Hercules and his Greekes were foure dayes triumphant in 
lion, During theſe foure dapes, the Troyans went out in 
great routs fo; to ſe the Monſter, and gane ſo great laude and 
pꝛapſe to H ercules, that Laomedon had enuie thereat,doub- 
ting that the people would loue better Hercules then him Þ& 
there bpon ent Hercules and his folke out of the towne foꝛ to 
hunt: and as ſone as they were out of Troy, he dzewe vp the 
bꝛidge, and ſhutte the gates againſt him. When Hercules 
tzought foꝛ to hauꝛ entred, L aomedon ſpake to bim, and ſaide 
to him from karre, that be had moued by conſpiration the Citie 
againſt him, and that he would no moze retetne him inte ſhe 
Towne. Hercules was paſſing wzoth , when he vnderſtode 
the accuſation of Laomedon: and anſwered him, that never 
in his like he had thought any villany to him, wherevthe char - 
ged and offered himlelfe ts pꝛoue himlelfe cleare by battaile in 
the field, and to aduenture his body ag ainſt tyirtie other, that 
would ſay oz maintaine the contrarie, which offer Laomedon 
would not receine.. Then Hereules required him, that at 
the leaſt he would deliuer him his hozſes, that he had pꝛomiſed 
bim foz the victozie of the Monſter. Laomedon aunſwered 
him, that he would deliner him none. Wherefoze,laide Her- 
cules > Laomedon aunſwered , toꝛ as muchas it is my will 
and pleaſure ſo fo doe. Ma falſe and vntrue Aing (ſaide Her- 
cules) thou withholdeſt mee the pꝛiſe and reward of my la- 
boar, and thou yeeldeſt me euiilfoz c /d, Jlweare to the by 
the pu ſſance of all my gods, that as baue deliueted Troy 
perpetually by my club, from the Monſter of the ſea and con- 
(cquently from the ſwoꝛd of peſtilence: in like ſoꝛt, and euen lo, 
by the lame clubbe , J will yeelde and render vnto Troy the 
peltilence,o2 death, and warte, il the gods gine me the grace: 
and J haue intention foz to make the Troyans (ap ,/ that they 
were happie that died in the time of the peſtilence that is palt. 
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H-cale:({ull ofgreaty2c)departed with theſe woꝛdes and 
fi there ide ling Laomedon , that ſet little ſtoꝛe by ihat hes 
had ſais to hint: loꝛ bee truſled sud pat all his affauce in the 
ire. ath of tze waliga cf his-Catle, and he thought that no man 
might ano no gricuchbi. And then Hercules went againg 
to tis ſhippe and mounted on the Sea wilt his club, and his 
Spe, and with his ſellow Thefeus, Phrotes held himſelſe 
well bappy foz fo haue bene Vanquithed of one ſo vallant a 
man as Hercules Was, and he toke on him the office foz 1g 
beare his harnelle in all places where he went. WM at ſhall J 
Cay? from Troy vm Tnebes fell aolhing wozthy to be put in 
mcmozie.that is ofrecozd. In the ende he arriued in Greece, 
and knewe by ſome cectaine man there, that the Bing Euriſte- 
us was in Thebe;: whereof he had great iop, fo2 he thonght 
he late ih Lady Nie gora, which he deſires to (@ by great de⸗ 
ſire. He went then vuto Thebes, Where he wasſolemniy re» 
ceined of the king Creon, Which had him in great god account 
foꝛ his valiance. One and other came and weicommed him: he 
lent his pe and mutfons vnto ie King Euriſteus by Phi- 
lotes, Philotes himſelfe told and reconnted, hew Hercu- 
les had tonquered them and him alſo, and how he had ſlaine 
bis Gpant at the paſſage, Ot theſe tyvings was the king Eu · 
riſteus paſſing toyous, and ſo were all they that were there, oz 
beard ſpeake of it. Euery man glozifted Hercules: Ladies and 
Gentlewomen came and welcomed him. Among all other 
Megara failed nat, e tame to Hercules and welcomed him, 
and wel became her to welcome and make him chere:F02 the 
was wile and of god manners, and certes her comming gaue 
moze lolace vnto Hercoles, then al the louings g᷑ pꝛaiſings that 
Were then gezen vnto him, albeit that all the wozid pzaiſed and 
txalted him. fo this voyage, aboue all the Greekes.

The Poefs haue fained vpon this Þi- 
Cozie ; that the daughter of Athlas had a garden kept night 
and day bp a Serpent waking, wherein grew Apples ol gold, 
and that Hercules ſlewe this Serpent, and gatheted and bare 
away the Apples. By this garden is vnderſfod the Yle:by bs 
Serpent ing, the ſubtill Gpant comtmilſed to kepe it, that. 
alway awoke at the paſſage, And by the Apples of gold be vn- 
derſtod the ſherpe, ellermed to the valonr of the weightof une 
gold. After then this pꝛelentation made to Evriſtevsof the 
cherpe oz matfons, as each man meruailed of the pꝛowelle of 
Hercules , Philotes added and gaue to his euertomer Her- 
cules,p2apſcs bpon pꝛayſes, and laude bpon laude and houour 
bpon honour : Foz hearing Kings and Pzinces, Ladies and

It is now happened this dap, that a newe aſſemblig 
of enemies come vpon this Citie, and as men lay, they hanse 
put the fire in Tenadon : let vs goe receive them-couragi- 
onfly, and let vs make of them like as our fathers haue mate 
with other, ec. | 

When the Troyans hadde heard theſe wozdes of they 
King, thep aunſwered all, that they wouidlioe and dye wich 
him, fo2 the weale of the Citie: and that they hadintention 
to keepe his honour,,- and fozto make growe their auntient 
glozy. Without yolving of long pꝛoceſſe, the King Laome- 
don did then diſplay all his banners. After he iſſued out of 
Troy, letting and trayning his men in god oꝛder. And then as 
hee beganne to conduct and lead them tw2th,ſodainly he heard 
at the ost, a paſſing great nopſe and bzuite of Trumpets, 
Clarions,and Labours,of the Greekes. Then his blond be⸗ 
gan to chate, then his haire of his head beganne to ſtand vp; de 
kne we ihat they were his enemies: and as ſone as they knes 
the Greekes, wilhout holding ol any ozver noz mealure thiy 
dillodged them, and began to runne ts the Pozt, one beſoꝶe in 
other. When they appꝛoched the pot, they eſpied the Greck 
that landed with great toꝛtes. Then they challenge d them vn · 
to the death, and ran vpon them ſharpely. The Greckes win

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fqrniſhed with god Armours,and put them to defence, and be. 
can to ſkirmiſh the one with the other lo vnmealurably, that 
in the baꝛding and meeting, there were manp de ad and burt. 
Hercules was there among the Greekes. He began to fight 
ſharply among the Troy ans, and had his club. Certes he wel. 
tommed them in ſach wiſe, that ide moſt ſirongell o his ene. 
mies durſt not abide him : he foughtAtaly , in deſire ot re- 
nengement in tone ling of wozthip and to get him a uame. Lil 
ung bp bis hand, he ſhewed to the Troyans his club, e made 
them to feele the weight theres, ethe firengthofhis arme, and 
he laboured ſo earneſtly, Edid lo valiantly, that they that ſaw 
him, doubted him moze then death, and laide the one vnto the 
other:Bebold Hercules, but come noi niere him, Jt were lolly 
foto doe : all that hee reacheth he fleaeth a bzeaketh to peeces, 
We doe evil to fight againft him:this is ihe de luerer from the 
terrible ſeruage and iyꝛaldome ol Troy: how ſhould we reſiſt 
his club, vheu the huge d2zeadfull monſters be by the ſame pat

Such were the woꝛds of the Troians. Hercules ſought a. 
gainſt them fiercely : hee was ſtout and table: her went be- 
foze-all the Greekes followed him, and tokea pieaſare to be. 
hold him. The crie was great about him. What ſhal Jſay? 
der ug ht vntil the night; and never ceaſed vntil the going 
done offhe Sunne, and then the Troyans ſounded the re⸗ 
trait, and they departed both parties. Laomedon pnt᷑ his 
ſwozd into his ſheath , Which was all body with Greelcr's 
bl@d:and in likewiſe did Prya mus his ſonne . They reentred 
into their Citie after the ſairmiſh, and thep concluded; that 
en the mozrow they wold farniſh their enemies with battalle.

When Laomedon ſaw, that by font 
bis Citie was taken, and put in the hands and gouernance of 
the Greekes, (right ſoʒt diſcomifoztev,and all in diſpaire) he 
toke his daughter Exione and Aniizooc,and his moſt pyeci- 
dus iewells and gemmes,and fled away pziniiy,thinking that 
bis enenues would wake there a right great deſtruction and 
pilling as they did: foz when Hercules had put his men with- 
in the Citie,helethis men rob and pill. Ano thus the Tron 
were perſecuted . The chanells were tempered withthei 
bios, The bouſes were beaten downe, and the greatriches 
were put into p;ayes : and of all the gods ofthe Citie, thert 
'Were left nothing whole, but the pallace of Ilion, whithertht 
Ladies andthe maibes were withdzawne. Hercules would 
in no wiſe deſtrop this pallace,fozalmuch as the Ladies watt 
ta him arequeſtfozto ſpare it. Atthis pzile Hercules ſought 
long Laomedoninthe pallace ol lion, and in al *

afove thcn as hee might bee did cauſe his men fs arme 
ten and iſſued out ofthe Titie with a great companieof Li- 
bians, and had ſo great halt 16 tun vpon the Egiptians,that he 
ſet no oꝛder among his people; whereof he twke great harme:

Hen Hercules ſaw the Liblans turne in 
5/6 to flight; he did canſe to ſound the retrait, 

I } fo2 as much as it was late, and with 
great glozy returned into the place that 
9] he had choſen ſo; to hold his ſiege at. Bis 
wile Echer came againſt him with open 
armes and beelipped and kiſſed him: ſhe 
holpe te vnarme him, andbzought him 
freſh water fo2ts wah his late with, and there was made 
right god cheꝛre of all the Egyptians. Contrary to this god 
chere the Libians were in the Citie and mad? great ſozrowe, 
fo; they had loſt neare thirtie thouſand men: eſpecially Anthe- 
on made ſimple cheare ſoꝛ he had god cauſe : fo; Yercules had 
lo beaten bim with his club. that he might nut helpe him elle 
but went with great pains to bed, and with ſozrowfent fo; his 
Philitions and Surgeons, which came and viſitedhim, and 
found him all bꝛol ed 'andlatve to him, that it would be well 
neare a month ete they could heale him.

To make hozt wozke : they went to 
the dea with agreatarwyof.men of armes. They row- 
edandlailed with all the Kreugth they might vnts Pegid- | 
da: the winds and foztune ſuffered them in few dayes to 
come and arriue at the Pozt of Megidda: And-Yercales 
was aduertiſed oftheir coming; whe ſuffered them to take 
land, and let them reſt that day that they came there: they 
were fifty thouſand men.

At tdis sCailing ; the Caltilicns hopingingy 
toꝛtune of Cacus,a!lthey aſſailed Yetcules, Hercules wy 
gone fo farre among his ent mies, that he wes alone frm 
all his companie, When hea heard that Cacus thjeateneh 
him to death, and ſawe that the Caſtiliens aſſailcd yimay 
came to him from all des, he had his heart all ſiledig 
ſolace, and abandoned the thicknelle and bare niit il hu 
ſsinne ol the Lyon to the ſwoꝛdes of them al, withoutry: 
venging him ſaue onely ag ainſt Cacus. Thus beganthy 
battaile bet tene Hercules and Cacus } the ſtrokes um 
great and fearefull without meaſure. Cacus forght inthe 
ſpicit ot a ty2aunt thaſcd ; and deürtd ſoze lo onercomy 
Percules-foz fo tyꝛanniſe aud friumphe eucr him, u. 
cules tought in a vertuots heart ,ſounded and veuriſhd 
in vertue, and as an ent mie el vice, he aſſailedthis vu 
ous King. Both two were great , fterce, and lrong, of 
great courage. But certes when they hadde both kaun 
enough each olher, at length the ſtrokes of Hertules wen 
ſo great and ſo lozcible, that ide ſhoulders of Catus 21 
dis head mightnot beare / noz badde the might to ſruum 
them. So the ende was ſuch, that after their battailehat” 
dured two houres, Cacus ieſt him: fo2 hee might nan 
buffer him, but fled and wenthis way cr. 
When Yercrles ſaw that Cacus led, e meant nal 
tolle we after. This notlwithſtanding, fc2 to haue iht h 
tozy in this battaile, be begannt to hew onthe Calilliens, 
Arraganors, and ſuch other as he migbt finde: ten 
no man aliue befoʒe him young no; elde, ſcebit 1

Grkes moze ferribly then he had done befoze , whereof 
the cryes aroſe lo high there, that Vercules then fighting 
on another ſide, heard the crp, and igen he ranne thither af 
alladuenture. And anon as he ſpyedCacus,he went be- 
faze him, and bzake the pꝛeaſe, and ſmote downe ſo (oze, 
that Cacus knewe Percules, but hee durſt not abide him, 
butfled againe with euill hap. And then the Grekes made 
acry anda iopłull noy(s, ſo that all the Caffiliens fledbe, 
ſome hero and ſome there, tothe great hurt and loffe of. 
Cacus. Foz of all his people there was leſt no moze but 
50,which laued themſelues vpon the mount of Mone 
which ade thereby. But that was with greg 
of blod of them of Caſfile, that thought to haus masnten 
bp with the other, that it ſeemed that there had b@nea great 
ſpzing of bicod , that the cancs in the valley wer&voplent- 
ed with blod, howbeit Cacus foz fo flye well;ſaned him. 
ſelfe and fiftte of his men vppon the onntaiges, as the 
Chzonicles of Spaine rehearſe, When be wagaboue,and 
inſore peace, he returned and looked downe to the fate of 
the hill, and her ſawe there ſo many Caftiliens, that wlth- 
u number were dead oz in daunger foz ts bye: be had 
great ſoꝛrowe then at his heart, not ſoʒ pittie, but fo; de · 
ſpite, and 02 the daunger that be ſawe ready whereby he 
mult paſſe.
